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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art reads on the claimed invention. 
Applicant recites that the active agent is not degradable by an organic solvent, and that the release of the peptide is substantially linear. 
Biogram discloses that any active agent useful in parenteral administration is useful in the invention, which comprises lactic-co-glycolic 
copolymers incorporating peptides. Also as seen figure 4, the release of the active agent is linear for the first day. Subsequent claims are 
further rendered obvious by the supporting references which disclose the specific peptides of applicant. For these reasons at least the 
claims remain obviated and anticipated by the Biogram, Yamamoto, Bodmer, and Canal.
